Light rain pre- 
vailed during the afteriuKm and the small crowd 
was c*ontined to the regulars, hut it was a hetting 
crowd, and the seventy-one lMK>kniakers who ])erain- 
hulated around in the rain did a g<x>d husiness. 

The first race lirought out tifteeii niaidtui fillies 
nnd the Holly Stahle furnished the winner in Tea 
Leaf, (ieorge Odtuii, who trains the tilly. thought 
well of her chances, hut her liacking was strictly 
cfuitined to the stahle couiH'ctions. Odom also 
started his <ovn lilly, tJay tJryselle, hut she did 
not run a race such as a s(M*ond choice should, 
although closing up some ground. W. C. Daly 
aj^peared to have a chance to win another race today 
when his lilly. Winning Star, finished a close sec- 
«»nd t<» Tea I.a‘af, which Xotter had to ride out at 
the end in a swerving finish. 

Th<‘ amateur gentleman rider from Baltimore. 
llolKU’t Taylor, added to his popularity here by out- 
riding tin* prof<‘ssional, .Mr. Kelleher. in the steeple- 
chase. Ouardiau II. set the pace, hut tired in 
the stretch and <*ould not withstaml the determined 
challenge <*f Vania ('liristy, which won easily, 
8jM*necr lielflf fiuish<>d a distant third. Itoh .Murphy 
was a i-outender in the early running, hut became 
stuck in the mud in landing after a jump and fell 
hack out of all contention. 

The finish of the third race cmusimI a commotion 
in the crowd when the judges hung up the number 
of Itahy Willie as the winner and (ireeno second. 
Hreeno went under the wire right under the judges* 
stand, while liahy Willie was against the opi>osite 
rail. The decision was undoubtedly correct, luit 
tin* crowd which had hacked tJreeno h«‘avily was 
disgruntled. 

Ardri. on his performance in the mud Monday, 
was the natural first choice and was well hacked 
to tin* neglect of all the others with the e.xcep- 
tion of Truro, which was well lik<*d hy some, hut 
not c'liough to kc*ep his i»rice from receding in the 
hetting.

T. Mcl'reery for the avowed purpose of winning 
a race or two with his old campaigner and made 
giM>d in his first start of the meeting, it being Mr. 
Dwyer's first race won this year. Ostrich was 
favorite again tmiay, hut McDaniel siMuled all 
chance of winning in setting coo strenuous a pace. 
He tired after racing Peter Knight into subjec- 
tion. Banker in a resolute finish easily to<»k third. 

t Ieorge Odom seems to have struck a lucky fin<i 
in this meeting. He has saddled more winners 
than any other trainer, and has all of the horses 
in his charge up to their h<*st form. 

The open troIh*y cars are n«wv the only means of 
reaching the track, as the Pennsylvania Railroad 
has discontinued its service, and the crowd today 
found the service anything hut comfortable.

STARTER DADE WILL HELP OUT. 

To Act Until Cassidy Arrives — Good Jockeys 
and Horses Preparing. 

N«*w Orleans, La., Noveml»er 21. — Additional rain 
precludes the iK>ssihility of a goo<l track when the 
bugle calls the horses to the i>ost for the first race 
next Saturday at City Park. Tlie new soil which 
has been added to the track recently has not had 
a |^rolK•r chance to Ik* w<»rked in. and the result i.« 
that it would have lKH*n deep and holding even if 
rains had not combined to make it so. The problem 
for acting officials during the perlo<i that .Messrs. 
McD«)W'ell and Cassidy will he detained at Benning. 
was solved this morning l»y a telegram from starter 
Dade saying that he would 7»e here for the oi>enlnp 
to wield the flag. His acceptance to do the starting 
will enable Shelly to act as presiding judge and 
.Messrs. Winn and Magluu as associate judges. 

To overcome the is»ssil»ility of a stringent money 
market. It has l)een officially announced that clear 
lug hou.se certificates will he .accepted l»y book 
makers. The lMK>kmakers will, it is said, he en 
aided to exchange the so-called “scrip*’ whenever 
they decide to do so by applying to the financial 
secretary. 

It is more than probable that thirty bookmakers 
will make application to do business on the opening 
day, and tlUs number is expected to increase ns 
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the meeting progresses. The betting during the 
first two w'eeks will be light, as many of the 
layers have most of their capital tied up in banks, 
and the operations will therefore be light until the 
money market is normal. 

Several additional horses are added today to the 
list. Most of the horses that are sick are recent 
arrivals from New* York. The yearling colt that 
•T. 11. Baker was bringing here and died eu route 
was hy Maddi.son — .\nna Bain. 

Jockeys Mountain and Troxler are among today’s 
arrivals. Both are in gomi condition and light 
riding weight. Jockey Nicol is rcilming hard and" 
expects to accept engagements at 110 pounds. 

“Kid” Weller has written here that he intends 
to arrive for the opening :yid will join the book- 
making brigade. 

Several stables arrived tliis morning, among them 
a division of the l>lg string which Edward Corrigan 
vill race here. M«Mle Nicol and Rush & Riley 
also sent on their strings from Lexington. This 
consignment shii>ped well and all were unloaded in 
goo<l c*omlitioii, Mr. Corrigan’s stahle will be by 
far the largest one here. In all he will race sixty- 
eight ln«*ses. a majority of them lieing yming om*s. 
Tommy .Magee came on with the (’orrlgan Staid** 
iml the minor details of managing this tug estal) 
lishment will fall (Ui his shoulders. There is no 
regular jockey with the staide. Like many other 
turfmen .Mr. Corrigan has fouinl it more profitable 
and better suited to his interests to s**lect a rider 
from any one of the few who show good form. 

ANY DISCRIMINATION FORBIDDEN. 

All Lawfully Formed New York Racing Clubs 
Must Have Licenses. 

The decision of the New Yi*rk Court of .Vppeals 
iflirming the right of the Empire City Club to a 
license to f-onduct racing over its track at Yonkers 
has hnuight forth the nonsensical suggestion that 
the Jockey (*lub may resent the decision and as a 
protest susi>end racing over the New York tracks 
for a year or two. Being reasonal>ly sensible and 
law abiding men, the members of the State Racing 
(.’ommission, the Jockey Cluli ami the controllers 
of the various racing organizatitms will accommo- 
date themselves to tin* new’ <*onditions created by 
the decision. The New York meetings will be 
more attractive than ever, and all forthcoming as 
heretofore. It Is now’ quite probable that other 
racing organizations than those now existent will 
in time come into lieing. but what of it? In 

Englaml the prou*lest and moat fashionable clubs 
have but four days as the limit of their meetings, 
and all do reasonaldy well. If in the long run it 
comes to something approximately like that in 
the neighl>orho<Ml of New York no harm will be 
lione, and the patrons of racing will more fre- 
(picntly experience the renewal of interest attend- 
ing the change of racing fr<un track to track, in 
tin* meantime outside of providing for Yonkers in 
the annual assigument of dates, no immediate 
change o'* conse<pience Is to be apprelu*nded. Some 
of the prosperous up-state cities may organize 
jockey clubs ami ask for a license and dates. 
,\ll»any, Rochest<'r ami Syracuse and perhaps some 
other cities could carry on limited meetings profit- 
ably umler g<KMi management, and something in 
that line is likely to be the first real change re- 
sulting from the decishm, which is as follows, four 
jmlges affirming ami three di.*<senting; 

“I’lnuigh we *lo not concur in the doctrine of the 
majority of the Icarmni .Vppellatc* Division that the 
commission has no discretionary powers over the 
grant of a license, and that its judgment related 
pur*‘ly to the sufficiency of the acts constituting 
the corporation and not to <onsiderations of public 
or private iwdicy, we are still of the opinion that 
the order of the Appellate Division should be af- 
firmed. ^Yhile the general rule is that mandamus 
will not lie to compel the performance of a power 
the exercise of which lies in the discretion of the 
offic(*r against whom the writ is sought, to that 
rule there is the well-recognized exception tliat the 
action of the officer must not l»e capricious or 
arbitrary, and if such l>e the character of the 
reasons for refusing to act the writ will He. 

“The only specific reasons given by the respond- 
ents for refusing to issue the license to the relator 
are that the racing season allowed by law. to wdt. 
from .\pril l.j to November 15, in each year, has 
been divided up among six other tracks in the 
vicinity of New York and the Saratoga Racing 
.\ssociation. that the allotment of dates is a proper 
regulation of racing and that to grant the relator 
any dates would interfere with the racing uiK>n the 
other tracks. None of these considerations in our 
opinion had the commisison the right to entertain, 
nor should they have ha*l any influence ui>oii its 
action. The object of the statute vesting the 
authority in the commission was to see that racing 
in the state was properly and honestly conducted, 
not to prevent c*ompetition between the several 
racing associations nor to secure any special pecu- 
niary benefit to any of them. 

“There- is no provision in the statute authorizing 
the commission to allot particular dates on which 
races on the various tracks may be run, but merely 
to grant or refuse licenses to hold races. If the 
theory on which the commissioners have acted in 
this ease were to be approved, new incumbents of 
the *>ffice might arbitrarily favor other race tracks 
and deny the asso<*iation owning the present tracks, 
in which large sums of money iiave been Invested, 
a Ibense to hold races. Surely the legislature when 
it autln»rizes the incorporation of racing asscK*iatioiis 
m*ver contemplated that the capital invested iii 
the buihliug of the tracks shoiiM l>e subject t*» 
such arbitrary destruction. Though we assume 
that the appellants have acted in entire good faith 
and in the belief that they possessed the authority 
they have sought to exercise, we must neverthe- 
less hold that ill point of law their reasons for 
rejecting the application of the relator were capri- 
I clous and arbitrary.”
